Vaughan heads county's JOBS Program

JOBS - is a federally funded pro- 

gram designed “to emphasize work, 
child support, and family benefits.” 
Glen Vaughan, with the Coffee 
County Department of Human Re- 
sources (DHR), is the JOBS Coordi- 
nator for Coffee County. 
__ All people receiving Aid to Fam- 
ilics with Dependent Children pro- 
gram(AFDC) are required to partici- 
pate if they continue receiving the 
financial help. There are certain ex- 
emplions to this requirement, cutting 
the potential involvement in Ala- 
bama to about 25,000 or 40% of 
those presently receiving the govern- 
ment aid. Gradually the participation 
percentage will increase with new 
qualified participants being identi- 
fied earlier in the cycle. 

Coffee County has about 350 
families receiving AFDC and food

stamps, according to Vaughan. 

He explained that those receiving 
this AFDC assistance are mostly 
women, and over half of them don't 
have a high school education, Vau- 
ghan's office will do an assessment 


Grace period for not buckling 
up is over on Saturday, July 18

The grace period of giving warn- 
ing tickets to motorists who are not 
buckled up is fast running out. 

According to Elba police, the seat 
belt law goes into full effect on July 
18. After that date, anyone stopped 
and cited for other citations will also 
be given a ticket for not wearing a 
safety belt. The fine for not buckling 
up is $25. 

Motorists cannot be stopped and 
cited for not wearing their seat belt 
alone - another violation will have to 
have occurred, 

In a recent survey conducted by 
Elba police, it was found that only 
about 40% percent of the motorists 
stopped were wearing their seat 
belts. The survey was conducted dur- 
ing routine driver's license checks 
held in recent weeks. 

The seat belt law requires all 
front seat occupants to be buckled 
in, but use is optional by back-seat 
passengers. 

The only exemptions to the law 
are the following: 

*A child who must use a child 
passenger restraint system, 

*A person with written statement 
from a license physician that he/she 


is unable for medical reasons to wear 
a safety belt, 

*A rural letter carrier performing 
dutics and newspaper delivery per- 
sons making deliveries. 

*Passengers in a passenger car 
with a model year prior to 1965. 

*Passengers in motor vehicles 
which normally operate in reverse. 

The child passenger safety law re- 
quires that children under age 6 use 
safety restraints. Those age 3 and be- 
low are required to be in safety scats, 
but children 4 to 6 can use seat belts, 

A child from birth until 12 
months and 20 pounds should be 
placed in a rear-facing or convertible 
scats. 

According to law enforcement of- 
ficials, this law is different from the 
mandatory seat belt law. If a police 
officer or state trooper observes a 
child which he believes to be im- 
properly or not restrained at all, he 
can stop a motorist for that reason 
alone. 

Elba police say that both the seat 
belt law and the child passenger re- 
straint law will be strictly enforced 
within the city's jurisdiction, The 
only exceptions will be those al- 
lowed under the law - SO STRAP

of education, skills, work expericnce 
and potential barriers to participa- 
tion. 

The JOBS program will assist 
them in getting their high school di- 
ploma or GED certificate and pay 
for their children to stay in a day 
care center while they are in school. 
They will also arrange transportation 
and for donations of clothing for the 
mother and the children if they need 
this to venture back into socicty. 

Other mothers will be given job 
skills training in vocational and tech- 
nical schools and the Job Training 
Program. 

The Department of Human Re- 
sources staff will work to locate po- 
tential jobs and secure interviews for 
participants, 

The participants can also be 
placed in public jobs for a limited 
time, with funding through the JOBS 
program. Institutions such as 
schools, hospitals and other non- 
profit agencies can be used to give 
these participants work experience 
and work references. 

That 40% in the targeted group - 
mostly mothers age 35 and under, 
will be required to participate, Even 
those legally exempt under the 
guidelines will be encouraged to join 
the program. 

The penalty for not participating 
could be a partial or complete cut of 
all welfare benefits. 

Vaughan explained it would be a 
gradual cutting, with either aid or 
food stamps being curtailed. Com- 
plete refusal to participate could lead 
to complete disqualification from the 
AFDC Program and the food stamp 
program for up to six months. 

The local DHR_ has statewide 
computer access to AFDC records of 
all 67 counties in Alabama. By year- 
end nationwide access will prevent 
recipients from moving somewhere 
else and avoiding the JOBS program 
while still getting their monies. 

Vaughan noted the program start- 
ed in 11 counties in 1990 and will be 
fully operational statewide by Sep- 
tember 1992, 

He admitted the first counties im- 
plementing the program have. had 
some participants who refused to 
take part. These people cither got 
jobs on their own or gave up their 
food stamps and aid to dependant 
children, Others have resisted but 
joined when they actually began get- 
ling less government aid.

City looking for ways to utilize old school property

It has taken two years, but the 
City of Elba now officially owns all 
of the old school property and build- 
ings downtown, Now the question 
before the city fathers is what do we 
do with it, 

On March 16, 1992, the Alabama 
State Board of Education gave its ap- 
proval to the local board for the 
property to be deeded to the city. 

The land was all surveyed and all 
descriptions were verified as being 
accurate and up-to-date, The deeds 
were prepared and signed on March 
26, 1992. 

Monday morning, Elba Mayor 
Fred Moore talked about several 
possible uses or ways in which the 


- 


city could utilize the property and 
buildings. 

Mayor Moore said that a couple 
of the buildings will certainly have 
to be completely demolished. The 
Elba Middle School building and the 
Vocational building will both be torn 
down. 

The mayor said that the possibili- 
ty of finding a contractor who will 
tear down the buildings for the mate- 
rials - steel beams, cte. - is being 
looked into by the city. 

“It is hoped that the old high 
school building can be renovated 
and be used as a civic center for the 
City of Elba,”’said Moore. 

“The auditorium had a_ slanted 
wood floor that was ruined by flood 
waters and would have to be torn 
out, but it could be replaced with a

conerete slab,” continued Moore. 

“It is not necessary that the floor 
be slanted - it could be level” 

He stated that many of the old 
classrooms in the building could be 
renovated and utilized by the differ- 
ent civic organizations and clubs 
within the city. They could be used 
as meeting places and the organi/a- 
tions could share in the responsibili- 
ty of taking care of the building. 

One possibility being considered 
for the superintendent of education's 
office building is to house the Elba 
Chamber of Commerce offices. It 
could be used for chamber functions 
and also could be developed into a 
information center for the city. 

The old junior high wing has 
been offered for utilization by the 
Sentencing Institute a part of a com- 
munity corrections plan, 

This plan calls for persons con- 
victed of crimes to keep their jobs 
while working to repay the commiu- 
nity for the crime committed, Only 
persons convicted of non-violent 
crimes will be allowed to participate 
in the program. 

The state has budgeted $150,000 
toward the cost of renovating a 
building to be used for this purpose, 

Mayor Moore said that no re- 
sponse to the city's offer has been 
received from the Sentencing Insti- 
tute as of this date. 

Tuming to the gym, Moore stilted 
that the hardwood floor was ruined 
by flood waters. He said he had dis 
cussed with Ricky Mularz, the city's 
recreation director, the possibility of 
tearing Out the wood floor and using 
the concrete siab underneath. 

The gym could be used by the 
city's recreation department and also 
by civic Organizations for things like 
concerts and other functions 

The stadium will continue, for the 
lume being, to be used by the high 


school for home football games. The 
recreation department also uses the 
field for little football games, 

Mayor Moore stated that the pos- 
sibility existed that a private concern 
is interested in the elementary build- 
ing and the surrounding property. At 
the present time, no details are avail- 
able as to just what type business 
would be developed. 

When quizzed as to the availabill- 
ty of funds for the renovation oi 
these buildings, Mayor Moore stated 
that at this time there are none, but 
funds will be activity sought by the 
cily. 

“Hopefully, by the end of the year 
some funds will become available,” 
said Moore, “and at the same time, 
city officials will have made definite 
plans as to what is to be done with 
the facilities.” 

The city still owes between 
$150,000 and $160,000 on the prop- 
erty that will have to be paid in any 
event, 

Moore expressed his regret that 
the process of getting the property 
turned over to the city took as long 
as it did, 

“Vandalism has done almost as 
much damage to the property as the 
flood did!” Moore said, 

“Too, had we gotten the property 
sooner some of the renovation would 
not have been as costly as it will be 
now.” ? 

He said, “Things like air condi- 
tioners and heating units could have 
been salvaged had we been allowed 
to get to them in time.” 

The mayor said, “Local officials 
tried to get the process speeded up 
but, as we are well aware of, were 
unsuccessful in doing so.”

The following is the content of 
Mr. Gustin's letter in its entirety 
(The date of the letter is June 25,

“This letter is to compliment the 
people of Elba and express my 
feclings of pride and amazement 
at the recovery efforts I have ob- 
served within the city. The most 
impressive single item which I 
have observed has been the radi- 
cal change of maintenance and 
care which is now being given to 
the Elba levee. 

I was involved in the design and 
rehabilitation efforts conducted by 
the Corps of Engineers immedi- 


Corps was not permitted to do the 
rouune maintenance. While the 
Corps, at the request of FEMA, re- 
paired the levee breaches, restored 
the design levee height, and re- 
paired those features which might

Coyote Hotline 

I am receiving more and more 
complaints about coyotes damaging 
livestock or crops. In order for us to 
establish the degree of problems that 
we are having, a coyote hotline has 
been established. 

If you have had coyote problems, 
I recommend that you call this num- 
ber, particularly if the damage is still 
preserved. Based on the telephone 
conversation, a graduate student or 
technical may be sent out to look at 
your damage. The goal of this study 
is to determine the amount of dam- 
age that can actually be attributed to 
coyotes,

Do You Know That... 

*Birds, especially starlings, rob- 
ins, blackbirds, feeding in gangs in 
turf areas may indicate the presence 
of insect pests. "Critter-digging”, ar- 
eas dug into by moles, armadillos, 
raccoons, skunks, ¢tc., may indicate 
the presence of grubs or mole crick- 
CLs, 

*Insecticide treatments on turf are 
more cffective if done late in the 
day; depending on the pest, from 
mid-afternoon to early evening. 

*Pretreatment watering for grub, 
fire ant, and mole cricket may deter- 
mine the effectiveness of the control. 
These soil insects are more active 
nearcr the surface if moisture is 
present. Irrigation after treatment is 
determined by the product label. 

*New fire ant mounds are not vis- 
ible above the turf for the first few 
days or wecks. 

*The younger stages of most turf 
pests are most easily controlled. 

*Spot treatment for lawn insect 
pests is recommended rather than 
treating the whole thing. 

*WHEN you treat is as important 
as WHAT you usc to treat. 

*Fire ant workers cannot eat solid 
foods; solids are digested by the last 
immature stage larvae, and fed back 
to workers and queen. This is why 
once the queen is out of the picture, 
it takes several weeks for the colony 
to die Oul--no more queen, no more 
immatures, no more food for work- 


ers, SO they starve, 

*Grubs and mole crickets prefer 
the same areas year after year. Rein- 
festations occur in arcas where 
spring heat and moist favor egg 
hatch. In new areas, slopes with 
southern (or southeaster) exposures 
are most preferred. 


*Green June beetle grubs crawl 
on their backs with legs in the air! 
These large grubs are easy to kill but 
hard to control; because of their mo- 
bility, reinfestation can occur within 
a season. Flooding areas with water 
may cause these grubs to surface; 
they can them be removed by hand. 

*Big-eyed bugs are predators that 
are often mistaken for chinch bugs. 
Big-cyed bugs resemble chinch bugs 
in shape but have bulging eyes and 
lack the black triangle about midway 
on the outer edge of the top wings. 
Big-cyed bugs are important in con- 
trolling small caterpillars and chinch 
bugs in turf and are among our most 
important predators in crops.

There is a new regulation that any 
youth born after August 1, 1977, will 
need to take a certified hunter safety 
course in order to purchase their 
hunting license starting August 1, 
1993, Most other states require that 
anyone purchasing a hunting license 
pass a certified hunter safety class, 
You will need to attend all 10 hours 
of this class and pass a test to be- 
come certified. 

There is also a special youth hunt 
at Blue Springs south of Andalusia, 
one week prior to the normal season 
opening. Your ticket to this hunt is 
that you have received a hunter safe- 
ty class certificate. 


Fertilizing Fish Ponds 

Need to fertilize your fish pond? 
Want to save money? Use chicken 
litter, 

You need to be very careful as the 
ammonia in chicken litter can kill 
fish. In the early spring and late fall, 
use only 100 pounds of chicken litter 
per acre. Then during the summer 
when the weather is warm, up the 
rate to 200 pounds per acre. Don't 
just dump it in one spot. You'll want 
to broadcast it as much as possible. 
You can apply this amount once a 
month or every two wecks as need- 
ed. This is the recommended rate for 
bass and bream ponds,

you go. In the bathroom, for exam- 
ple, wipe the shower stall dry after 
showering so soap scum will not 
build-up, Rub the walls of the tub 
belore getting out so it will be rela- 
tively clean after the bath is over, 
Better yet, use a water softner to pre- 
vent a bathtub ring from forming, 
Wipe the sink dry after cach use as 
well, 

Put all toilet articles away instead 
of Icaving them scattered on a sink 
top. Putting things away immediate- 
ly takes no more time than leaving 
them out, and getting dressed in a 
hurry is much easier in an organized 
home than in a messy one, 

Fit odd jobs around the house into 
a daily routine, If the place is getting 
dusty, give the furniture a "lick anda 
promise” with a dust cloth, A quick 
wipe is better than living amidst 
layers of dust. Always keep cleaning 
Supplies in stock and within easy

He 
explained it was cost prohibitive for 
Elba to enter the project alone and 
even more impossible for the bal- 
ance of Coffee County residents.
